RETIRED computer consultant Ian Benfield was in¬ 
troduced to the joys of gardening by his father and, 
at the age of 10, was growing vegetables and look¬ 
ing after the chickens. 

He became fascinated by the process of putting 
beans and little seeds in the soil and watching 
things grow. In adult life, he made sure he always 
had a plot no matter where he was and loves to 
grow vegetables, with the occasional persuasion 
into flowers. 

Before moving to Lopen with wife Lynn in 2011, Ian 
became involved in the Glastonbury Country Mar¬ 
ket, a well-regulated co-operative, where local peo¬ 
ple sell locally-grown or handmade produce, and he 
is currently the chairman of Somerset Country Mar¬ 
kets. He soon joined the Crewkerne Country Market, 
which is at the Henhayes Community Centre 
every Friday from 9am to 11am and is 
now one of only nine still operating in 
the county - the other two having 
folded due to lack of footfall. 

Crewkerne is also struggling and ^ 
organisers would like feedback ™ 
from the public as to whether 
there should be changes in 
their time or venue to be more 
user friendly. 

WHAT do you enjoy about the co- ^ 

operative? 

I like the idea that it gives the opportu- ^ 

nity for local people to sell their wares. I W 
personally love selling seedlings and encour¬ 
aging people to grown their own and give them 
advice. It is a very social morning and I meet lots of peo¬ 
ple, some of whom are regulars. 

WHAT do you most enjoy growing yourself? 

Salads are major for me, cucumbers are a bit of a chal¬ 
lenge but my greenhouse is always full of them, along 
with peppers and tomatoes but I like a variety of salad 
leaves as well. 



• WHAT has been the hardest 
vegetable for you to grow? 

I used to have a half a half acre 
plot with a polytunnel and as- 
A paragus bed so have grown most 
things but find butternut squash is 
always a challenge. The soil is very 
good here, it was more limey where I 
used to live. 


DO you keep fit? 

Prior to moving, I used to run a walking group for Castle 
Cary U3A and was seriously considering starting one 
here in the village. We used to do about five miles. 

WHAT three things would you like on your deserted 
island? 

A garden fork, I would have to be able to turn the soil, a 
fishing rod so I could feed myself and a hammer. 


DO you cook much? 

I cook more than I used to and love cooking my own veg¬ 
etables, especially the Sunday roast, there's nothing like 
French beans fresh from the garden. 

DO you see changes for the market in the future? 

I'd like to see more of the artistic side, we have some 
great bakers but it would be good to expand the crafts. 
The ethos of the Country Markets is that every thing is 
homegrown, home-produced or home-baked to reduce 
miles and encourage really local crafts, kits are not al¬ 
lowed. Everyone who cooks has to have hygiene certifi¬ 
cates and the food is all covered. Once members join 
they can be a part of any of the other Somerset markets. 

HOW do you like life in Lopen? 

Since we moved here, we have acquired a labrador 
puppy so are enjoying the many lovely walks around 
here which was one of the attractions, along with being 
closer to the sea. It is a lovely village and we have got to 
know a lot of people, we were even asked to run the 
Mistletoe Fair last year. 


IF you could meet anyone, who would you choose? 

Glenn Miller, his music always brings back memories of 
my younger days. Although Elvis was a favourite I moved 
on to Glenn Miller and jazz, my two cousins were also 
fans so we used to listen together. 

IF you could travel back in time where would you go? 

Well I'm always saying it's not like the old days so I ought 
to go back! I quite fancy the idea of the age of the Mus¬ 
keteers, whenever that was. 

ARE you much travelled? 

Well we went around the world when we retired and, in 
my younger days, I did travel a bit but I'd like to go to 
Croatia ad back to South America, we went to Peru and 
Chili but not Brazil and Argentina. 

WHAT would you do with a big windfall? 

Well apart from a big house with a big garden, I'd like a 
proper car not a modern one. I used to have a Daimler 
Dart, that would be nice, and then take the family some¬ 
where nice.

Community supports flood-stricken residents 



AS South Somerset residents count the cost of the back- 
to-back storms on their doorstep, individuals, community 
groups and businesses have been coming together to help 
those suffering the devastating floods on the Somerset 
Levels. 

The storm last weekend brought down more trees and 
minor landslides in areas where the ground was already 
saturated from the previous weeks of rainfall. High winds 
and rain caused havoc on minor roads and some of the 
main roads, with trees coming down on the A30 near 
Chard and A35 8 near llminster. 

New Road in llminster had to be closed last Friday due 
to the road subsiding at the Beacon, causing major cracks 
in the surface and a dangerous camber along a 50-metre 
stretch. A tree came down on the A30 Chard road on the 
edge of Crewkerne on Friday night, leaving a telephone 
pole precariously protruding into the road, held only by 
the cable, and further electricity cables came down in 
Chard as well as the roof of the skittle alley of the Happy 
Return Inn. 

Rotary and Lions Clubs in Crewkerne, Chard and Ilmin- 
ster have been fundraising for the emergency flood appeal 
to help the stricken residents of the Somerset Levels, some 
of whom have been affected since Christmas. Collections, 
coffee mornings and donations have boosted funds and, 
in addition, Crewkerne Rotary Club and Crewkerne Lions 
have each donated £500 to the fund. 

In Chard, the customers of Eleos Cafe raised £254.66 in 
the last week, with donations dropped into a strategically 
placed Wellington boot. Simply Hair and Beauty has also 
been acted as a collection point for unwanted household 
items to either sell on for funds or to donate to the flood 
victims. 

llminster Tesco’s Community Champion, Nicky 
De’Ath, would like to thank customers who have raised 
more than £2,500 so far for the Somerset Community 
Foundation flood appeal and donated food items which 
she has delivered to a central collection point set up for 
flood relief. 

South Petherton based arts charity, Take Art re-staged 
Shiona Morton’s play “The Rain Has Voices”, which 
toured the South West to great acclaim in 2006. All the 
money raised is supporting the Somerset Flood Relief 
Campaign and they hope to reach £1,000. 

Unable to spend much time riding, due to the weather, 
Tessa Westlake, who runs the Racehorse Rehoming Cen¬ 
tre charity in Combe St Nicholas and was following the 
news about the Levels, decided to take positive action last 
week and take food to the people working on the ground. 
She approached Chard businesses and drummed up a 
group of friends who volunteered to make sandwiches. 

She said: “We would like to say a huge thank you to the

Village Bakery, S&L Country Butchers, the Co-op, and 
Combe village shop for being so generous in supplying 
food that we took out to the hard workers that are fighting 
the flood waters over on the Somerset Levels. 

“We are very grateful to you for your participation and 
you will be pleased to know they were all very apprecia¬ 
tive of all our efforts. 

“Also thanks to Fur Fin & Feather and Pets Pantry for 
donating animal feed for the pets that are in temporary ac¬ 
commodation, separated from their families.” 

The donated pasties, sandwiches and other fare were 
taken to Stoke St Gregory. 

Mrs Westlake added: “The guys from the Environment 
Agency who were working so hard were shocked when I 
turned up with all the food. They were chuffed to bits but 
didn’t like to take too much at first, then they came back 
for more and the rest of the food, a local resident took in 
to hand out to the next shift of helpers, which he said 
would be coming on later. 

“I did get stuck for three hours but you can’t not do any¬ 
thing, can you? We just wanted to show solidarity to these 
poor people; charity begins at home after all. It was really 
humbling to see all the Young Farmers on their tractors 
coming to help.”

Community Foundation, was totaling well over £417,000.

and to target responses. 

In addition, club members are offering ac¬ 
commodation for those displaced, sourc¬ 
ing dry animal feed, recovering cars, 
helping with the shopping and many other 
tasks to make life a bit easier for those af¬ 
fected. 

A spokesperson for the Rotary said: “Our 
residents will need all the help they can get 
to put their lives back together. As you 
would expect, Rotary plans to be there for 
them. It will not be a pleasant task but we 
intend to be there to help out. 

“In preparation for that we have set up a 
District Fund and have already received a 
number of donations including direct sup¬ 
port from Disaster Aid UK & Ireland, a 
long-standing Rotary partner. In relation 
to fund management, our District Gover¬ 


nor Brian Kirkup has established a small 
team to assess individual cases of need and 
allocate funds accordingly.” 

Mr Kirkup added: “When the situation is 
such that the waters have receded we will 
put together a plan to address the clean-up. 
What will actually be needed remains un¬ 
known, but whatever it is the CCU will di¬ 
rect the tasks to Rotary and other 
volunteers groups to aid in getting every¬ 
one back to some sort of normality.”

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New convenience store to take 
place of relocating Post Office 


POST Office Limited has announced that the Chard 
branch will be relocating next month and will operate as 
one the new style Post Office in its new home. 

Contrary to recent rumour, this will not leave the cur¬ 
rent premises at 37-39 Fore Street empty, as current sub¬ 
postmaster Les Gilbert and wife Margaret, who through 
their company, Post2 Ltd., also own South Chard Stores 
and the Post Office in Lyme Regis, Dorset, plan to trial a 
new store called BetterBuyLocal in the existing premises, 
which could be the first of a small chain operating under 
the same name in Somerset, Devon and Dorset. 

Mr Gilbert said: “There is already a very successful 
newsagents within the shop that we intend to continue 
with. The difference will be that everything else that we 
sell alongside it will be at the lowest possible prices. This 
will include confectionary, soft drinks, hot drinks to go, 
snacks, sandwiches, books and a huge range of special 
offers that we will source from our suppliers for the shop. 

“With the amazing growth of quality discounters such 
as Poundland, Home Bargains and the like, we think there 
is niche opportunity for smaller shops to do something 
similar in smaller towns and intend to go all out to ex¬ 
plore it. Expect to see quality, branded stock and excep¬ 
tional deals. We won’t be selling cheap rubbish.” 

The store at 37-39 Fore Street, next to bookmakers 
Coral, will be fully refitted and refurbished, and will em¬ 
ploy eight to 10 local people. If all goes to plan, the shop 
will be fully open as BetterBuyLocal by the end of 
March.

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Moving performance of war tale 'Kindertransport' 


MOVING, powerful and very real 
would be the best way to describe the 
Ilminster Entertainment Society’s per¬ 
formance of “Kindertransport”, an 
award-winning play by Diane Samuels, 
shown at the Warehouse Theatre last 
week. 

Directed by the very experienced Anna 
Bowerman, the cast of only six actors 
filled the stage with a plethora of human 
emotion that would defy anyone not to 
be moved. 

The story about the complex and ever 
changing, yet still basic relationship of 
love between a mother and daughter, 
separated and changed forever by con¬ 
flict as was the case for thousands of 
Jews and evacuees during the Second 
World War. At the same time it reflected 
the conflict seen in the average home 
when children reach a certain age. 

The lead role of Eva was played ex¬ 
tremely well by 13-year-old Iona Davis, 
who despite fighting a loss of voice, 
gave a totally believable performance as 
the Jewish child sent to England and 
adopted by her new mother, giving up 
her identity and changing her name.

New project will see short plays 
performed in Crewkerne shops 


THE Rotary Club of Crewkerne has presented a donation 
of £1,000 to the Wayford Woods Charitable Trust. 

The woods are open to the public and maintained by 
dedicated volunteers who are currently laying pathways 
suitable for disabled access, in a limited area. 

The generous donation from the Rotarians was partic¬ 
ularly timely, as together with other anonymous dona¬ 
tions, the money helped replace a motorised 
wheelbarrow, recently stolen from the site. The barrow 
is an essential tool for the transport of ballast in the con¬ 
struction of the all-weather path, suitable for wheelchairs. 

Wayford Woods, near Crewkerne, were originally es¬ 
tablished after the First World War as an extension of 
Wayford Manor Gardens and numerous varieties of spe¬ 
cial rhododendron were planted. Brother and sister, 
Michael and Felicity Belfield, purchased the woods in 
1966 and devoted years to their maintenance before cre¬ 
ating the charitable trust in 1994, with the aim of keeping 
free access to the public and maintaining the unique col¬ 
lection of plants and trees. 

The 29 acres of woodland incorporates a sloping 


meadow which is of special scientific interest and has a 
stream running through it into an ornamental lake. There 
are carpets of snowdrops followed by bluebells, rhodo¬ 
dendrons and azalea. Children are enchanted by the fairy 
doors hidden in the roots of some of the trees, although 
the trustees agree, the profusion of elfin construction has 
recently got out of hand. 

Funding for the charity is founded on the generosity of 
the Belfields, boosted by some annuities and a collection 
from a box in the woodland. 

Without the efforts of the team of volunteers who clear 
fallen trees and branches and maintain and improve the 
paths, the woods would not be viable. Fed by tree sur¬ 
geon Andrew Hutchings, they were recently joined by 
Dave West, retired head gardener from Cricket St 
Thomas whose expertise means that now they can run 
two teams of volunteers. 

Members of both Crewkerne Rotary Clubs had joined 
together to help out in the woods one evening last June, 
to help pull up the invasive Himalayan Balsam. 


EXPERIENCED or first-time writers are being invited to 
create new five-minute monologues for performance by 
professional actors in Crewkerne shops.

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Four schools display work in art exhibition 


YOUNG artists from Swanmead Com¬ 
munity School and Greenfylde Primary 
School in Ilminster, Chard School and 
Wadham School in Crewkemed joined 
forces for a special exhibition at Ilmin¬ 
ster Arts Centre.

make a shrine, I knew without hesita¬ 
tion who I would base my piece of art¬ 
work on.

They were both significant 
people in my life and a huge inspira¬ 
tion. 

“My nanny was an extremely gener¬ 
ous person and always put a smile on 
for us, even when we visited her in hos¬ 
pital. She did an amazing job caring for 
my dad 

“My grandpa was a wonderful father, 
husband, brother, grandfather and 
friend as well as being an amazing 
artist. We miss him greatly but I feel I 
can connect to him when I do my art¬ 
work. 

“We are slowly patching up the big 
hole they left in our lives but doing the 
shrine has been a great comfort and a 
steep learning curve and influence for 
future artwork I may do.” 

The work of Chard School pupils in¬ 
cludes Year 6 self-portraits in the style 
of Picasso, Year 5 mixed media trip- 
tychs developed from observation 
drawings of shells, examples of artwork 
made during the school’s art club with 
a mixed age range from Year 2 to Year 
6, and Year 4 self-portrait gargoyles, fo¬ 
cusing on expression and exaggerated 
features. 

The exhibition at the Meeting House 
will continue until February 28th.

Prepare your garden for Spring 


A WINTER garden may look a little tired, a little drab, 
certainly not the showpiece it blossoms into in spring and 
summer. In particular, your vegetable patch is likely to be 
a shadow of its former summer self - perhaps you still 
have some spinach, silver beet, broccoli or some other 
members of the brassica family producing winter greens 
for your table, but the abundance of the warmer months 
is just a fond memory in july and August. 

This quiet period in your garden’s yearly cycle, though, 
does not mean you can rest on your laurels an absolve 
yourself of all garden duties. On the contrary, as we 
approach spring there is plenty to do to get your garden 
in tip top shape for the approaching growing season. 

The Green House 

If you have a green house in your garden, winter is a 
great time to give it a thorough cleaning in readiness for 
spring. 

Check the structure itself - are there any cracked or 
broken panes that need replacing? Is the putty sound and 
does it provide a good seal? Do all the louvers and vents 
function properly? 

One of the essentials of glasshouse success is a thorough 
sterilisation prior to the growing season. Sterilising all 
areas of the glasshouse will eliminate pests and diseases 
which could wreck your plants in the coming, warmer 


months. 

Open beds in your glasshouse should have their soil 
changed or replenished during winter and any pots in the 
glasshouse should receive the same attention. 

Watering Systems 

If you have an in ground or above ground watering 
system, winter is an ideal time to check that it is in good 
working order and perform any necessary maintenance. 
Check that there are no leaks in the pipes or joints, ensure 
all nozzles are unblocked and, if you use automatic 
timers, ensure that the batteries in these devices are fresh. 

Compost and Preparing Your Soil 

With spring a month or two off it’s a good idea to start 
preparing the soil in your open planting beds. Dig in 
generous amounts of compost and leave the beds 
exposed to the winter weather. 

If you have clay soil, cow pats and manure will improve 
it by adding humus to the soil structure. 

You can make use of all those autumn leaves that litter 
your garden by digging them into your compost heap at 
the end of autumn. With the accelerated decomposition 
that occurs in a compost heap the leaves will decay twice 
as fast and be ready for use as compost at the beginning 
of spring. 

Winter is also the time to add fertiliser and lime to your

soil (depending, of course, on the plants you plan to 
grow). 

Planting 

The end of winter is the time for planning your new 
vegetable garden. Decide what foods you want to grow in 
the coming season.

4. Water deeply, but infrequently. 

Overwatering promotes thatch, encourages 
shallow root growth, and wastes water. About 1" 
per watering is a good rule of thumb (put out a tuna 
can and sprinkle until it's full). Frequency: when 
footprints on the grass remain compressed its time 
to water again. Daily watering is rarely necessary. 

5. Mulch, don't bag. 

Not only does this save effort on your part, it 
returns valuable nitrogen and other nutrients to 
your lawn. 

6. Go easy on the fertiliser! 

Not all homeowners fertilise, but those who do 
have a strong tendency to overdo it. Fertiliser 
stimulates fast growth, thatch and the need for 
more mowing, which you don't want (after all, the 
goal is to have a beautiful and healthy lawn, not to 
create an arduous lawn care regimen!). And too 
much fertiliser just runs off, washing into streams 
and lakes. 

7. Stay on top of the weeds. 

This doesn't necessarily mean using chemicals. 
Thick, healthy turf, once established, will tend to 
choke out weeds. If you only have the odd weed 
poking through, pull it by hand. And don't jump to 
full area treatments if you only have a few spot 
problems.

1. Aerate twice a year! 

Frequency may vary depending on soil, grass type, 
and climate. But in most areas, core aerating twice 
a year is one of the best things you can do for your 
lawn. 

2. Mow with sharp blades. 

Dull blades tear your grass, making it more vulnerable 
to disease. Obey the "one-third rule." 

3. Don't cut more than a third of the grass' 
height at a time. 

Mowing short makes for a tidy look, but the lower 
you mow, the more herbicides and water are 
needed. Mowing higher encourages roots to grow 
deeper.

AN exhilaratingly fresh approach to open-air motoring comes 
courtesy of Audi next month with the first ever convertible 
Audi 'S' model in the premium compact class. The all-new, 300 
PS S3 Cabriolet will star at the Geneva Motor Show, and UK or¬ 
ders are set to start in April. First customer deliveries are ex¬ 
pected to commence from July. 

From a visual standpoint alone, the Audi S3 Cabriolet cuts an 
athletic figure. It is 4.43 metres long, has a wheelbase of 2.60 
metres, and is 1.79 metres wide and 1.39 metres tall. The pro¬ 
portions are extended and balanced elegantly; precise lines 
and muscularly arched surfaces define the flanks. 

The open-top four-seater has a soft top with an electrohy- 
draulic drive. Magnesium, aluminium and high-strength steel 
keep its weight low. A highly insulating foam layer in the roof 
reduces the noise level in the interior. The top is available in 
three colours. It opens or closes in 18 seconds, even while driv¬ 
ing at speeds up to 31 mph. An active rollover system protects 
passengers in the event of an accident. 

Many design details hint at the engaging driving potential of 
the open-top four-seater. The Singleframe grille, surrounded 
by a chrome frame, features a platinum-grey insert and double 
cross-struts with an aluminium look.The air intakes are framed 
by powerful edges and filled with double ribs and honeycomb 
inserts.

The Engine 

The Audi S3 Cabriolet is powered by a 2.0TFSI which delivers 
300 PS between 5,500 rpm and 6,200 rpm and produces 380 
Nm (280.27 Ib-ft) of torque from 1,800 to 5,500 rpm. With S 
tronic the open-top four-seater accelerates to 62 mph in 5.4 
seconds. The top speed of 155 mph is limited electronically. 
When empty (without the driver), the Audi S3 Cabriolet weighs 
just 1,620 kilograms.The passenger compartment consists pri¬ 
marily of ultra-high-strength steel, and the bonnet is made of 
aluminium. 

The turbocharged 2.0TFSI, which displaces 1,984 cc (bore x 
stroke 82.5 x 92.8 millimetres), is a true performance engine. 
Heavy-duty aluminium pistons and higher-strength connect¬ 
ing rods transmit the forces to the crankshaft. The aluminium- 
silicon alloy used for the cylinder head combines high thermal 


stability and strength with minimal weight.Two balance shafts 
ensure supremely smooth running performance. 

When the standard Audi drive select dynamic driving system 
is operating in dynamic mode, it has a heightened throttle re¬ 
sponse, and the engine revs up briefly when the S tronic shifts 
gears. The sound flaps in the exhaust system open as the load 
and rpms increase. 

The turbocharger provides charging pressures of up to 1.2 
bar, and a powerful intercooler greatly reduces the tempera¬ 
ture of the compressed air.

Yeovil had once again shown 
that they are more than a 
match for most teams in the 
league; this time putting the 
Hornets, who included just two 
British players in their team, to 
the sword.

I am amazed at the standard 
of refereeing in the Champi¬ 
onship, I was expecting much 
more. 

League One was dreadful 
enough but you are expecting 
to see some of the country's up 
and coming officials at this 
level. 

I guess I shouldn't have ex¬ 
pected anything different when 
you consider Mike Mullarkey 
has been chosen with Darren 
McCann to assist Howard Webb 
as the only British officials at the 
World Cup Finals in Rio in the 
summer. 

We have seen Mullarkey many 
times at Huish Park, and if that 
is the best of British refereeing 


then we shouldn't expect any¬ 
thing else, which Adcock and 
his assistants confirmed. 

Adcock's decision making and 
those of his assistants, who I 
understand are both from Som¬ 
erset, need close examination 
by the assessor.
